Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  the  Annual  Report 
on  the  health  of  the  District  during  1961. 


Vital  Statistics 

The  estimated  population  is  6,530  and  there  were  113  live 
births  which  gives  a birtii  rate  of  18.3  per  1,000  of  the  population, 
compared  with  17.4  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  death  rate  of  10.3  per  1,000  of  the  population  com- 
pared with  that  of  12.0  for  England  and  Wales. 

There  were  only  two  infant  deaths  which  gives  an  infant 
mortality  rate  of  17.7  per  1,000  live  births. 


Infectious  Diseases 

There  were  273  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  during 
the  year.  272  of  these  were  cases  of  Measles.  Work  continues  on 
the  development  of  a vaccine  which  would  protect  against  this 
disease  but  an  absolutely  satisfactory  vaccine  has  not  yet  been 
produced. 


Environmental  Hygiene 

Progress  was  continued  in  the  field  of  Slum  Clearance. 
All  the  houses  in  the  Council’s  original  Slum  Clearance  programme 
have  been  reported  as  unfit  to  the  Council.  Two  areas,  Trinity 
Square  and  Mount  Pleasant  have  been  deferred  for  consideration 
of  redevelopment.  Although  progress  could  be  considered  to  be 
reasonable  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  whilst  the  worst  houses 
have  been  considered  there  is  still  a large  number  of  houses  which 
lack  what  are  now  considered  to  be  essential  amenities.  Only  21 
private  houses  were  improved  with  grants  during  the  year.  Further 
legislation  is  surely  necessary  to  bring  about  the  improvement  of 
a greater  number  of  these  houses.  The  Council  completed  the 
improvement  of  44  houses  in  Harvey  Street  during  the  year  with 
the  aid  of  grants  and  a start  was  made  on  Windmill  Road  (61 
houses) . 
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Diabetes  Survey 

A comprehensive  survey  was  completed  during  the  year 
into  the  incidence  of  Diabetes  Mellitus  in  the  town.  Previous 
work  in  the  United  States  and  Canada  has  shown  that  for  every 
known  case  of  Diabetes  another  undiagnosed  case  is  likely  to  be 
brought  to  light  by  such  surveys.  This  experience  was  conhrmed 
in  Halstead  where  38  known  cases  of  Diabetes  were  encountered 
and  35  previously  unknown  cases  were  diagnosed.  As  this  was 
the  first  such  survey  to  be  completed  by  a Public  Health  Depart- 
ment in  this  country  it  was  gratifying  that  95%  of  the  population 
took  part.  Subsequent  community  surveys  have  failed  to  achieve 
such  a high  response  and  the  Halstead  public  are  to  be  con- 
gratulated on  their  enlightened  attitude.  It  is  hoped  that  a follow 
up  survey  will  be  carried  out  in  four  to  five  years  time.

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

1 have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  4th  Annual  Rqport  on 
environmental  public  health  work  included  in  your  Public  Health 
Inspectors’  duties  during  the  year  1961. 

As  in  previous  years  the  Report  consists  mainly  of  statistics 
required  b}/  various  statutory  provisions  given  on  pages  9 
to  23.  Explanatory  comment  upon  details  of  the  work  is 
made  in  the  appropriate  sections  of  the  report,  and  except  where 
absolutely  necessary  to  make  the  Report  more  readily  intelligible 
has  been  minimised  for  the  sake  of  brevity. 

The  year’s  work  was  affected  by  staff  shortages  and  changes. 

Housing,  in  its  many  aspects,  claimed  most  attention,  and 
the  continued  concentrated  efforts  on  the  repair  and  improve- 
ment of  dwelling-houses,  the  implementation  of  the  Slum  Clear- 
ance proposals,  and  the  Improvement  Grants  Schemes,  is  most 
important.  Although  increased  and  satisfactory  progress  was 
made  in  each  of  these  matters  it  is  essential  that  this  work  should 
be  accelerated  even  more.  The  majority  of  the  houses  in  the 
Manfield  Nos.  I and  2 and  Belle  Vue  No.  3 Clearance  Areas, 
declared  by  the  Council  in  December,  1959,  were  demolished, 
and  Ihe  proposed  Trinity  Square  and  Mount  Pleasant  Areas, 
reported  in  October  and  December  1960,  are  under  consideration. 

Food  Hygiene  work  did  not  receive  the  time  and  attention 
it  merits,  but  100%  meat  inspection  was  carried  out  which 
involved  visits  to  a slaughterhouse  where  slaughtering  was  carried 
out  on  four  da3/s  per  week  including  Saturday  afternoons. 

Ihe  preveiuive  and  protective  day  to  day  routine  public 
health  work  of  the  Department  which  contributes  so  much  towards 
promoting  healthy  living,  reducing  sickness  and  lessening  pre- 
ventable deaths,  is  encouraged  considerably  by  the  continued 
interest,  support  and  confidence  of  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Public  Health  Committee  and  Council. 

Once  again  it  is  a pleasure  to  record  my  thanks  to  the 
staff  for  their  willing  and  loyal  assistance,  and  to  colleagues  in 
other  Departments  for  their  courteous  and  helpful  co-operation.

No  special  examinations  of  whole  stocks  or  consiignments  of  food  were 
necessary  during  the  year. 
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(c)  Post-mortem  Inspection  of  Animals 

Regulations  made  by  the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and 
F^ood  specified  the  Fst  July,  1961  as  the  appointed  day  for  coming  into 
O'peration  within  the  Council’s  area  of  the  slaughterhouse  construction, 
hygiene,  prevention  of  cruelty,  etc.  regulations. 

One  slaughterhouse  had  major  works  of  reconstruction  and 
alteration  carried  out  and  was  so  improved  as  to  comply  with  these 
regulations.  Slaughtering  was  carried  out  on  four  days  per  week  including 
Saturday  afternoons.  The  owner  of  the  other  slaughterhouse  in  the 
district  decided  not  to  carry  out  works  necessary  to  comply  with  the 
regulations  and  discontinued  use  of  the  premises  as;  a slaughterhouse  at 
the  end  of  1960.

With  effect  from  Ist  Januarv  drahrs’  licences  were  granted  by  the 
Essex  County  Council  as  Food  and  Drugs  Authority,  and  permitted  sales 
outside  as  well  as  inside  the  area  of  the  licensing  authority.  The  Ministry 
of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  remained  responsible  for  the  supervision 
of  dairy  farms  and  the  District  Conncil  for  the  registration  of  dairies 
other  than  dairy  farms  and  of  distributors.  Bacteriological  miilk  sampling 
and  also  sampling  for  biological  examination  for  tubercle  bacilli  and 
brucella  abortus  was  carried  out  by  the  Essex  County  Council. 

The  5 registered  dairy  premises  were  all  visited  during  the  year.

The  , waiter  supply  of  the  area  w:as.  satisfactory  both  in  respect  of 
qiuality  and  quantity,  ailiihoiugh  during  the  summer  droughtt  it  was  necessary 
to  restrict  the  use  of  water  for  gardens,  washing  ears,  etc.  Water  from 
the  Councirs  Undertaking  was  not  treated  by  chlorination  or  softening. 

As  a routine  procedure  samples  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
laboratory  examination  and  included  some  of  the  raw  water  direct  from 
the  borewell.  Samples  for  chemical  analysis  were  also  taken.

The  Councirs  public  swimming  baths  were  again  used  during  May 
to  September,  each  week  from  Ih'iday  to  Tuesday,  being  emptied  Wedmes- 
days  and  hlied  Thursdays  with  water  fromi  the  Council’s  undertaking. 
Hand  chlorination  was  carried  out,  and  as  a routine  procedure  samples 
of  the  baths  water  during  use  were  submitted  for  chemical  analysis  and 
bacteriological  examination. 


iDuring  the  open  season  15  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination  of  which  7,  taken  during  the  first  part  of  the  season,  were 
unsatisfactory  for  bathing  purposes.  15  samples  were  also  taken  for 
chemical  analysis  and  8 failed  to  attain  a high  standard  of  clarity  due 
partly  to  iron  content,  though  the  turbidity  was  not  excessive.

Sixteen;  inspections  were  made  regarding  sanitary  conveniences,  five 
informal  notices  were  iserved,  and  as  a result  of  informal  action  by  Public 
Health  Inspectors  two  sanitary  conveniences  were  reconstructed  or 
repaired. 


(d)  Refuse  Storage  and  Disposal 

Public  cleansinig  was  part  of  the  duties  of  your  Engineer  and 
Surveyor.  The  Council  possessed  one  refuse  collecting  vehicle  which 
removed  house  refuse  at  weekly  intervals.  Refuse  v;as  disposed  of  on  a 
refuse  dump  at  Sible  Hedingiham  in  the  Halstead  Rural  District. 

Four  ins'pectionis  of  the  refuse  d^mp,  and  16  inspections  regarding 
refuse  accumuiationis  and  storage  were  made.  One  informal  notice  v/as 
served  regarding  a refuse  accumulation  and  five  regarding  provision  of 
dustbins. 

As  a result  of  informal  action  by  Public  Health  Inspectors  twelve 
dustbins  were  provided. 
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(a)  Insect  Pests 

The  District  continued  to  be  comparatively  free  from  insect  pest 
infestation.  No  premises  were  found  with  bed  bug  infestation.  Five 
inspections  were  made  by  Public  Health  Inspectors  in  connection  with 
insect  pests,  and  3 premises  were  disinfested  in  respect  of  ants,  carpet 
beetles,  flies  and  wasps. 


(lb)  Rodent  Control 

There  was  also  no  unduly  high  incidence  of  rat  and  mouse  infesta- 
tions in  the  District.  The  Council’s  public  sewers  and  refuse  dumps  were 
rat  disinfested  as  a routine  measure  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  requirements.
